Theſe were the laſt among the Belgick Gaules 
that ſubmitted them - ſelues to the yoake of the 
Romane Empire, & the firſt when this Monarchy 
began to decline , that freed them- ſelues from 
their ſubiection. Aſterwards they were made 
ſubiect to the French: yet imbracing the occaſi- 
on when it it was offered, they did ſhake ofthis 
yoak and began to be gouerned by priuat Lords 
of the country it ſelfe: the which hapned in 
the time of the Emperour Chalres the bald 


King of France: Which Lords u ere-{imply 
called Tutors or Aduocats of the country: 
The v hich according o their: vertues and merits 
were choſen & created by the people, che firſt of 
which was #ranchard(as we baue he 
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to whome ſucceeded his ſonne Gerlach in the 5 
yeate 9 f o. ſo as there were ſeauen Lords or 


Feofes ſucceſſiuely iſſued from this familie, 
the laſt whereof was alſo called Fintherd , who 
left but one daughter called Alevd or Alix, mar- 


yed to Otto Earle of Naſſan: who was the firſt 


which carryed the title of the Earle of Geier 
giuen him by the Emperor Henry the third, in 
the yeare 1079. 

But the ſayd Aleyd beeing dead hee ed 
wich the daughter of Gerlach Earle of — 
who was flaine in a battaile given betwixt Con- 
rard Biſhop of Yerecht and Thiery the ſixt Earle 


of Holland. Where-vppon ( as wee haue ſayd) 


the Earldome of Zutphen was alſo vnited vnto 
the Duchy of Ge/ders. Otto left theſe Earlesafter 


him, Gerrard, Henry, Gerrard & Otto the ſecond, 


ſurnamed the ſtump- foot. It was he which did 
purchaſe the Seigneury of Nymeghen , as wee 


haue 8 before, which hee did wall in with di- 


uers others, which were but Burroughe, as Rure- 


mond, Arnhem, Harderwicke , Bommel and uuge- 


ninghenall in the Prouince of Geldeis, and aboue 
it Goch in the country of Cleves: to the which he 
gaue goodly priuiledges,as to great Citties.

chy of Gelders and Barldome of Zurphen, renoun- 
cing alſo the league which hee had with the 
French King and his pretended matriage with 
Joane of dilret Princeſſe of Nauarre, and marty- 
ing with the daughter of Ferdinand King of Ro- 
manes, the Emperors Brother. In conſideration 
wherof all his other Countries which the Em- 
perors men had taken from him were reſtored 
againe. To which AccordtheEſtares of Gela ers 
did willingly conſent, vpon certaine conditions 
conteyned in their pattent. And ſo Gelders and 
Zutphen returned againe to the houſe of Auſtria 
vnder the Emperor Charles the fiſt in the yeare 
1543. and inthe yeare 1549. there was received 
for Prince and homage done vnto Philip of au.

the Treaſor. The Admirall and in a manner all 
the Councellors are well lodged there. This 
houſe was founded by Gaudebault the threeand 
twentith Biſhoppe of Vtrrelu, and afterwardes am- 
plyfied and in a manner builra new by Cont .

The fift was Jahn 
Nicolai, ({urnamed the ſecond ) who was an excels 
ent Poet, giuing great hope of him, but death pre- 
vented him in his couſ ee. 
Veere or Camp-veere, | | 
J Eere or Camp- vrere is a good Sea. towne, one of 
the foure of the Iland of welchren , it retaines 
this name of the paſſage it was wont to haue vnto 
the Village of Campe in che Iland of Northbewelamit 
right againſt it: Which Village within theſe ten 
yeares with the whole Iland hath beene recoueted 
fromthe Inondation which happened in the yeare 
one thouſand fiue hundred twentie foure. - This 
town was in the yeare one thouſandthree hundred 
ſixtie eight walled in by the Lord of Bar/ell: Being 
ſince made greater, it was endowed with goodly 
priuilidges, ſo as in the time of Aaximilliam of 
Bourgongne their Lord, it was made a Marquilate. 
And for the commoditie of the ſeat, the goodneſſe 
of the hauen and of the road; it was frequented by 
many nations. They were the firſt that ſent voto 
the Canaries, from hence they brought in the

Indies. This towne was in the old time honoured 
with the Reſidence of the Admirall Generalland 
the Admiraltie of the Netherlands.” To which end 
the King of Spaine, as Printe of the ſaid countries, 
cauſeda goodly Arcenall or Magaſin for munition 
to bee buili in theyeare 15 68. wherein they laid 
all their prouiſton and furniture belonging to the 
ſea.

and there receiued their oth of fidelity, in the Em 
perors name, as Duke of Brabant Earle of Flanders, 
Holland, Zeeland, cc. Lord of Friſelund and Oueriſſel, 
but vpon certaine conditions, that the membets and 
ſtate ofthe Seigneury of Groniug ſnould hold their 
priuiledges, right and ſtatutes, as they had receauei 
them from their anceſtors : that the towne ſhould 
hold their ancient Preture and the foraine: that they 
ſnould build a pallace in the rowne for the Empe- 
rot fit for a Prince, but without any fortification: 
the forts in the country ſhould be razed, & noe new 
built, if neceſſity did not require it for the defence 
of the country and of the towne, out of whoſereue- 
nues there ſhould be yearely payed vnto the Empe- 
ror & to his ſucceſſors 12000.crownes,vp6 which 
conditio Phillip K. of Spaine was receiuedin Tanuary, 
1550. Among all the priuiledges of the ſaid towne, 
they haue one very notable, which came from their 
anceſtors, with an inviolable contynuation, which 
is ; That noe King, Prince, Eſtate nor common- 
weale, can call any Boarger or Cittizen of that 
towne into iuſtice, nor cauſe him to bee cited or 
adiorned before any court, but onely before the 
Senat or his ordinary iudge: more-ouer that noe 
man might appeale from any ſentence that were 
; given, either in ciuill or cryminall cauſes, neither 


m the court of Hoffwans or iudiciall chamber, 
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in that which concernes their iuriſdiction, from 


by 


the which no man of what quality ſo euer may 
decline: moreouerthe towne is Lady ere, 


of her owne lawes and ſtatutes, the which by a ſo- 
ueraigne power they may male and vndoe, create 
and abrogate without the authority of any per- 
ſon, The Eſtates of the Ommelands have alle the 
like authority in theit regard. Thetowne hath had 
a priuiledge to coyne filuer and copper for theſe 
foure hunderd years, and gold ſince theyeare:1474- 

The Magiſtracy of the rowne conſiſts as it hath 
done time out of mind, of foure Bourgue-maiſters 


and twelue Senators (but of late daies for before 


they were wont to haue 16.) which are the head of 
the common. weale, all having equal voices but 
not equall in dignity and authority. This 

takes knowledge of all that concernes the towne: 
they haue power to chooſe the Haſtmans or Pretors 


of y country to ſend ambaſſages Whet need ſhould 


require: to conclude, their duty is to prouide both 


in general & particular for the good ofthe common 


weale. Their charge is for two yeares and they are 
created with ſuch order as euery q eare eight ate de· 
poſed, and other eight ſubrogated in their places, a- 
mong the which Icomprehend the Bourguemaiſte 

Aſter the Senat and Hoftmars, there is within 
che towne a colledge of 24.men; choſen out of the 
beſt families,which they cal the ſworne eouncellors 
for that from yeare to yearethey binde them. ſelues

| There are many other offices in the rowne, ſer= 
uing for the entertainment and preſeruation there- 
of: as Prouoſts ofthe wacth, Maiſters of quarters: 
Heads, Captaine or Deans of the ſworne compa - 
nies, whom the Senat doth chooſe for life: Maiſters 
of workes, ouerſeers of the waights and meſures for 
bread and beere To conclude, it ſeemes there wants 
nothing for a well gouerned common-weale.
